tions With Department. 


The Georgia crop reporting bureau 
of the United States departrent of 
agriculture has discontinued coopera- 
tion with the state department of ag- 
riculture because Eugene Talmadge, 
commissioner of agriculture, recently 
made public an estimate of the Geor- 
gia cotton crop based on figures he 
obtained through his own department, 
it was announced Thursday by Com- 


missioner Talmadge. | 
Cessation of cooperation means that 


the federal crop reporting bureau 
hereafter will not be connected in 
any way With estimates that are made 
by the state department of agricul- 
ture- it was announced. 

Commissioner Talmadge stated that 
the federal bureau's latest estimate 
of the cotton crop in Georgia is 6v,- 
000 bales lower than its estimate 
made one month ago. At that time 
the federal estimate was 1,060,000 

- bales and it was this estimate which 
"ged Commissioner Talmadge toxmake 
an independent investigation. This 
investigation brought to him 1,450 re- 
ports and on these reports he esti- 
mated Georgia’s cotton crop at S41,- 
000 bales, or 219,000 bales less than 
the federal bureau’s estimate. 

“Now the federal bureau comes out 
with its new estimate and it is sig- 
nificant that this estimate is 995,000 
bales or 65.000 bales less than its 
estimate one month ago. It is fur- 
thermore significant that the weather 
‘conditions of the past month have 
been absolutely favorable to cotton 
and were such as to Jead to an in- 
ereased number of bales rather than 
to a decreased number of bales. It 
is also significant that the federal 
bureau’s estimate for the entire cot- 
ton belt is lower by 860,000 bales 
than it was one month ago.”

Nun Gets 20 Years

Spectators Cheer Verdict 
as Jurymen Ask Guards; 
Political Murder De- 
fense Fails To Hold. 


San Angel, Mexico., November 8.— 
(P)—A jury in the district court of 
San Angel this afternoon returned a 
verdict of guilty in the case of Jose 
de Leon Toral, charged with murder 
of General Alvaro Obregon, Mexico's 
president-elect, and the case of the 
nun Concepcion, accused as “intellec- 
tual author” of the crime. 

A sentence of death by firing squad 
for Toral, and 20 years’ imprisonment 
for Mother Concepcion were handed 
immediately by the judge of the court. 
The defense attorney, Sodi, announced 
he would appeal to the Mexican su- 
preme court, 

Tora!’s only motion as the verdict 
was read was to wet hi. lips wits 
his tongue. Mother Concepcion drop- 
ped her eyes aud sat motionless. Both 
were calm. A crowd of one thousand 
cheered and applauded the verdict. 
The court allowed the defense five 
days in which to perfect its appeal. 
It was said that if the San Angel 
court’s verdict is sustained by the 
higher tribunal the date and place for 
the execution of Toral pr-‘ably will 
be fixed by the governor of the fed- 
eral district. 

The verdict of guilty for Toral was 
unanimous, but Mother Concepcion 
was convicted by a vote of eight to 
one, the jury being composed of nine 
men—mostly workmen, Under Mexi- 
can law a majority verdict is suffi- 
cient to convict. 

When the verdict had been an- 
nounced everybody in the courtroom 


stood and officers in the room salut- 
ed with their swords, the blades flas.- 


ing in the late afternoon light, while 
policemen stood at attention and sa- 
luted with their hands. 

As the judge finished the pro- 
nouncement of his sentence Toral 
arose and asked, “May I speak?” 
The judge answered: “No, you can 
speak later.” 

More guards formed around Toral 
and Mother Concepcion as from the 
outside could be heard the cheers of 
a thousand or more who had gather- 
ed there awaiting a verdict. 

In the near confusion in the court- 
room a spokesman for the jury ask- 
ed the judge to give them guards to 
escort them home. The judge answer- 
ed that this was unnecessary, but the 
jury insisted with the words “there 
are lots of fanatics around.” 

“You have performed your duty and 
returned a fair verdict,” the judge 
answered him. “The nation applauds 
you and you do not need guards.” 

The jurymen reluctantly accepted 
the judge’s decision and departed with-

He characterized the present 
rate system “obsolete and unscien- 
tific.”

Will Have Majority of 15 

in Senate and 99 in 
House To Carry Out 
Pledge. 


Washington, November 8.—(#)— 
Republicans have established clear 
majorities in the next congress in both 
senate and house but have failed io 
keep full pace with the record-break- 
ing sweep of their party head, Herbert 
Hoover. 

Almost complete returns tonight 
showed that the new congress, going 
into office after next March 4, would 
be divided as follows: Senate, repub- 
licans, 55; democrats, 39; farmer-la- 
bor, 1: vacant, 1. House, republicans, 
267; democrats, 167; farmer-labor, 1. 

Republicans held all of their 13 sen- 
ate seats at issue in this election but 
captured only seven of the 20 demo- 
cratic positions at stake. The senate 
is almost evenly divided at present. 

Win 27 Places in House. 

In the house election with all 435 
seats involved, the republicans won 27 
places now held by democrats, and re- 
placed the lone socialist, Victor Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin, and one of the two 
farmer-jabor members, William  L. 
Carss, of Minnesota. Democrats suc- 
ceeded in capturing three seats now 
held hy republicans, one each in JIn- 
diana, Rhode Island and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Despite these increased majorities, 
neither branch of congress will show 
as large a republican membership as 
the congress elected in the 1920 land- 
slide for Warren G. Harding. Then 
the republicans were given a margin 
of 22 votes in the senate and of almost 
165 in the house, Four years ago 
when President Coolidge was elected 
the republicans won a majority of 17 
in the senate but a margin of only 60 
in the house. 

There were 435 house seats and 35 
senate seats to be filled in the fall 
elections and in these 470 contests 
there were only 39 switches in politi- 
cal makeup. 

Returns Nearly All In. 

These calculations are made with 
returns in irom all but five districts 
in North Carolina now held by demo- 
crats and count these seats as demo- 
cratic until final] returns are received. 
Two republgan seats in the house are 
still in. dou®M, those of Representative 
Wurzbach, of Texas, and of Represen- 
tative Beck, of Pennsylvania. 

While Herbert Hoover went into the 
south and captured North Carolina, 
Virginia. Florida, Texas and Tennes- 
see, these states yielded only a half 
dozen seats to republicans of their al- 
most solid democratic representations 
in the house. No republican senators 
were elected in southern states, 

Kentucky and Missouri were sub- 
jected to the major raids of the repub- 
licans for democratic seats, each state 
replacing six of its present democratic 
members in the house. Missouri also 
elected a republican senator to succeed 
the democratic veteran, James A. 
Reed, who has retired. gee 

For the first time in years Virginia 
will have republican representation in 
the house, three members being elected 
from that state. North Carolina also 
elected a republican from the north 
district and close contests were still 
on in some others. 

Gains in Ohio. 

Republicang picked up three demo- 
cratic positions in Ohio and two in 
New York. The party’s other gains 
were one each in the states of Col- 
orado, Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Wisconsin. : 

The apparent defeat of Senator Nee- 
ly, democrat, of West Virginia, by 
Henry D. Hatfield in late returns to- 
day gave the republicans their seventh 
democratic seat in the senate. 

Virtually none of the leaders in 
either party were scratched by the 
election, but Representative Garrett,

the first time, as far as the records 
of the empire show, an empress con- 
sort of Japan will be formally en- 
throned together with her husband 
when, on November 10, the Empress 
Nagako mounts her “curtained 
throne,” in the same ceremony in 
which the Emperor Hirohito takes his 
place on the “high august seat,” the 
throne of a “lineal descent unbroken 
for ages eternal.” 

She will not, however, be the first 
empress to take her place on _ the 
throne, for of tae 123 sovereigns who 
have preceded her husband in the line 
of the sun goddess eleven have been 
women. ‘These were empresses in 
their own right, depending on no male. 
Most of tiem lived during Europe's 
dark ages, when the position of wom- 
en in Japan was higher than it is 
today, but the last of the 11, Go 
Sakuramachi, reigned as late as 1770. 
But prior to the restoration of 1868, 
when the emperors were restored to 
full sovereignty, the consort of a 
ruler, male or female, was not con- 
sidered to share in the reign as now. 

This conception of the empress con- 
sort sharing, in lesser degree, in the 
powers and glories of the reign came 
in with the influx of Occidental ideas 
during the reign of Emperor Meiji, 
grandfather of the present ruler. This 
year’s is the second enthronement since 
that time, but in the first enthrone- 
ment under the existing regulations, 


} that of Emperor Taisho in 1915, the 
| kmpress Sadako was prevented from 
| participating because she was about 


to become a mother. Less than a 
month after ceremonies at Kyoto she 
gave birth to her fourth son, Prince 
Sumi. 

The number of women witnessine 
the great ceremonies at Kyoto this 
week will be laeger than ever before. 
They will number about 275, includ- 
ing princesses of the blood imperial, 
wives of high officials, and two wom- 


jen who have gained their invitations 


by virtue of their own distinguished 
careers. Madame Koko Anda of the 
Tokyo Academy of Music, and Madame 
Kiniko Horiguchi, of the Tokyo High- 
er Normal Schoo! for Girls. Both 
hold high court rank, which, rather 
than titles of nobility, determines 
standing at imperial functions. Cer- 
tain officials of the highest rank re- 
ceive invitations which include their 
wives. Among these are holders of 
the highest.decorations, such as the col- 
lar and grand cordon of the Chrysan- 
themum and first order of the rising 
sun, field marshals and admirals of 
the fleet, the premier and cabinet min- 
isters, holders of high court posts, 
presidents of the houses of parliament, 
holders of the first court rank, cer- 
tain veteran statesmen now out of 
office, but formerly highly placed, 
members of the privy council. 

In nearly all the rites of the en- 
thronement the Empress Nagako ac- 


companies heg august consort, not 
on terms of absolute equality, but 
sharing only little less degree his part 
in the arduous rites. In the public 
processions in Tokyo and Kyoto, af 
the great shrine at Ise and at the 
various tombs of the imperial ances- 
tors which must be visited, she rides 
close behind his majesty. Her car- 
riage is hardly to be distinguished 
from his in splendor, lacking only the 
golden Phoenix crest and drawn by 
four horses instead of six. Her throne 
in the Shishin-Den, where the climatic 
ceremony of November 10 takes place, 
is only a little less magnificent than 
his, placed a little to the left and 
rear of the “high august seat,” she 
takes her place on her throne just 
after he has mounted his. She holds 
a ceremonial fan as her symbol of 
rank while he wields a baton. Only 
in the great thanksgiving of Novem- 
ber 14-15, when his majesty assumes 
his role as high priest of the national 
religion, Shinto, and enters into com- 
munication with its deities, does he 
enter into hallowed precincts where 
she may not follow. 
Empress Is 25. 

Empress Nagako is still a young 
woman, known as a model of the 
graces and charms of Japanese wom- 
anhood. She is the daughter of 
Prince Kuni, one of the imperial 
princes, and was married to his maj- 
esty January 26, 1924. Two children 
have been born to them, both daugh- 
te:;, the younger of which, Princess 
Hisa, died early this year. The em- 
pire hopes that a son to succed his 
father will come from this union 
soon. 

Empress Dowager Nis Sadako, moth- 
er of the emperor, who might have 
been the first imperial consort to be 
formally crowned but was not, will 
have no part in the Kyoto ceremonies. 
She is still far from old, only 44, 
and wields an influence in court mat- 
ters not generally appreciated. Hav- 
ing given birth to four healthy sons, 
she is honored as oriental women are 
who thus perpetuate the family, but 
her strength of character and vigor 
of mind are responsible primarily for 
her influence. However, there is no 
place in the Kyoto ceremonies for 
the widow of the dead monarch, and 
her part is limited to supplementary 
rites in the Tokyo palace. 

Women’s costumes in the Kyoto en- 
thronment will range from mazgnifi- 
cent court robes of a thousand years 
ago to the latest creations of occi- 
dental fashion centers. As she ascends 
her throne, the empress will wear 1 
five-fold kimono with a comparatively 
short tunic, all of white silk damask 
and cut in the fashion of the mediaey- 
al court of Kyoto. The princesses of 
the blood will be similarly attired. 
Japanase ladies who attend by invi- 
tation will wear a long skirted silk 
garment dating from the middle ages, 
unlike the modern full-length kimono, 
or may wear evening gowns of occi- 
dental pattern. The ladies of the 
diplomatic corps will wear formal eve- 
ning dress.

BLAST IN FACTORY 
MILLS SEVENTEEN 


Shoe Toe Plant at Lynn, 
Mass., Explodes Spread- 


ing Death in Factory 
Village. 


Lynn, Mass., November 8.—(/)— 
Seventeen persons were dead and seven 
others were in a serious condition at 


the Lynn hospital tonight as a result 
of an explosion and fire which de- 
stroyed the plant of the Preble Box 
Toe company and damaged six nearby 
dwellings in East Lynn today. 

While both state and city authori- 
ties were endeavoring to determine the 
cause-of the disaster, firemen were 
continuing a search of the ruins, al- 
though they expressed belief that the 


bodies of all the dead had been re- 
covered. 

Twelve of the victims were killed 
outright by the explosion or burned 
to death in the fire which followed 
it, while four others died after being 
taken to the hospital. 

Six of the dead and one of those 
now at the hospital were members 
of the family of Harry Blaney. who 
lived in a two-tenement house within 
10 feet of the rear «f the plant. His 
wife, Mrs. Lillian Blaney, and four 
of their children were burned to death 
in the fire which swept their home 
after the explosion. These children 
were: Thelma, 13; Arthur, 10; Helen, 
7, and Harriet, aged 6 months. 

Another Blaney child, Vivian; 15, 
was rescued from the burning hovyse 
while still alive but died a few hours 
later at the hospital. The father was 
in a serious condition at the hospital] 
tonight. Two other members of the 
family, Harry, Jr., 17, and Norman, 
14, were also taken to the hospital 
but were discharged after treatment. 
Two other children had left the house 
just before the explosion oceurred. 

The others who lost their lives were 
employees of the Box Toe plant, a 
one-story building of conerete con- 
st uetion. The plant manufactured 
box toes for shoes, using celluloid and 
other explosive materials in the 
pr The plant employs about 
20, but several workmen had not re- 
ported when the explosion occurred.

Two Youths Make Sworn 

Statements That They

Paul Seymour, 19, of 587 Willow 
street, and Robert B. Pettit, 19, of 
1481 Morningside driye, two youths 
who now are under probation on the 
charge of attempting to rob a Meth- 
odist church late in the summer, were 
arrested at their homes Thursday 
night in connection with the shooting 
and killing of Paul Hulme, 16-year- 
old Tech high student, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs, L. M. Hulme, 787 East ave-\ 
nue, last Saturday afternoon. 

At police station, where the two 
boys were taken by Detectives C. L. 
Taylor and W. J. Stephens, they made 
Sworn statements of the entire occur- 
rence in which they admitted that one 
of them had fired two shots at a sign- 
board not far from the spot where 
Hulme’s dead body was found, but 
denied that they knew either of the 
two bullets had caused his death. 

Shooting Accidental. 

After questioning the youths at 

length, and docketing a blanket charge 


of suspicion against them, arresting, 


officers stated that there was no evi- 
dence of intent to kill and that in 
their opinion the shooting was. acci- 
dental. No decision has been reached 
as yet as to the definite charge to he 
placed against them except that Pettit 
will be charged with firing a pistol 
within the city limits, 

Seymour and Pettit, according to 
the police, were arrested several 
months ago in the St. Mark Metho- 
dist church on Peachtree street in an 
apparent attempt at robbery. Notified 
by neighbors, officers arrived on the 
scene in the early morning hours after 
chasing the boys all over the church 
finally managed to corner and arrest 
them. They were taken into court be- 
fore Judge John DPD. Humphries, and 
as there was little desire on the part 
of church authorities to prosecute 
them they were placed on probation 
for 12 months by Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, and given their freedom. Ac- 
cording to Detective Taylor, one of 
the conditions of the probation was 
that they were to sever their associa- 
tion during the 12 months period. 

The two statements made by the 
youths to: detectives are practically 
the same, differing only on minor 
points,

Steps to place the needs before the 
Atlanta voting public and to secure 
the necessary number of ballots to 
authorize the issue will be taken at 
the meeting tonight, Mr. Millican, 
who is chairman of the committee, 
announced. 

Early Treatment in View. 

Resolutions of the teachers called 
attention to the fact that early treat- 
ment of psychophathic cases while the 
subjects are young and responsive 
would save many thousands of dollars 
to the city in caring for chronic cases. 
They urged a competent alienist_ to 
head the proposed new division. His 
work would be limited to students 
of the school system only, under the 
plan as evolved at the meeting of the 
directors.

MT. ETNA LAVA DRIVES 


SIUILIANS FROM HOMES 


Catania, Sicily, November 8.—(P)— 
Devastating floods of molten lava in 
three main streams tonight were slow- 
ly making their way down the slopes 
of Mount Etna spreading a trail of 
destruction in their paths and driving 


the terror-stricken population of towns 
at the foot of the volcano from their 
homes 

Although heavy property damage 
has been caused in the overflowing of 
fertile fields and several small villages, 
the loss of life was small, only three 
deaths being reported. These were 
in the town of Mascali where three 
men—a father, son and grandson— | 
were overwhelmed in their home while 
their fellow townsmen, helpless to aid 
them, watched death overtake them 
from beyond the lava lake. The men 
had returned to their doomed house 
to rescue yarious goods, They slept 
there overnight and this morning were 
trapped. 

The onrush of the three principal 
lava streams which for a time threat- 
ened the whole region between Mascali 
and the sea seemed to have diminished 
in intensity late today. They. then 
were making between 10 and 12 yards 
an hour. This slowing up of the flow 
was attributed to variation in the na- 
ture of the ground which caused the 
three branches to deviate from their 
course. 

The branch which last night over- 
ran the cemetery of Mascali-Nun- 
ziata, however, was proceeding faster 
than the central current and it was be- 
lieved impossible to predict its future 
course. The lava tonight was only 
about 200, yards from the railway 


bridge and station of Mascali, and or- |

CALIFORNIA PLANS 
HOOVER CELEBRATION 


Event To Be Held at San 
Jose; Date Has Not 
Been Set. 


San Francisco, November 8.—(4)— 
California republicans today began 
laying plans for a gigantic reception 
in honor of a favorite son—President- 


elect Herbert Hoover. 


Although the republican central 
committe of Santa Clara county, in 
which Hoover's home is located, spon- 
sored the plans, a share in the pro- 
jected reception was assigned to the 
state organization. It is so be held 
in San Jose. The date has not been 
recided upon. 

The majority rolled up for the re- 
publican standard-bearer reached al- 
most a half million votes in California 
when returns from 8,451 precincts out 
of the 9,086 in the state had been 
tabulated. The vote was: Hoover, 
1,048,617 ; Smith, 581,930. 

Great as it was, Hoovers overwhelm- 
ing majority was less than that of the 
veteran senator Hiram Johnson, of 
California, seeking reelection in a race 
against Minor Moore, of Los Angeles, 
a democrat. Johnson’s vote ijn 8,281 
precincts—170 fewer precincts than 
those reporting presidential totals— 
was 1,078,536 against only 261,674 
for Moore. 

Senator Johnson was confined to his 
bed here today recuperating from a 
slight touch of influenza which pre- 
vented him from voting in Tuesday’s 
election.

Governor Alfred E. Smith does ‘not 
expect to ever run for public office 
again” but is still undecided as to 
what his future business or profession- 
al activities will be. SSF 

The Herald Tribune says it is being 
rumored he is to be offered the chair- 
manship of the board of directors of a 
projected new $55,000,000 Wall street 
bank. The bank is being organized by 
Eugene L. Norton, vice chairman of 
the board of the Baltimore Trust com- 
pany. The governor's term at Albany 
ends January 1 and he will be en- 
titled to a pension of $6,000 a year. 

The names of William F. Kenny, 
the governor's close friend; John J. 
Raskob, the Fisher brothets of De- 
troit, and members of the DuPont 
family are being mentioned as possi- 
ble associates on the board of direc- 
tors of the new bank, The Herald- 
Tribune says. 

Although Raskob, last August, de- 
nied that he was interested in the 
bank, The Herald-Tribune points out 
that his statement at that time left 
open the possibility of future connec- 
tion. Announcement of definite plans 
for the formation of the bank, the pa- 
per says it has learned, was with- 
held pending the outcome of the elec- 
tion but now may be expected within 
a few days. 

*The bank will have the largest cap- 
ital funds with which any bank has 
ever been organized in this country. 

The governor, in an interview, said: 
“I certainly do not expect ever to run 
for public office again. I have had 
all poe stand of it. I have given 
quarter of a century of probably the 
best years of my life to it. 1 will 
never lose my interest in public af- 
fairs, that is a sure thing, but as far 
as running for office again is con- 
cerned, that is out.” 

With the campaign over the work of 
cleaning up the Affairs of the national 
committee is to be started immediate- 
ly. As soon as things are in shape the 
national headquarters will be moved 
te Washington. Chairman John J. 
Raskob said that bills were still com- 
ing in, as well as contributions and 
“that although the exact financial 
status would not be known for sev- 
eral days the apparent deficit was 
close to $1,000,000. 

He said the party’s defeat was 
“nothing to be discouraged about” as 
the returns seemed to indicate that 
the party’s minority had been decreas- 
ed to only 10 per cent, a tremendous 
gain over the 35 per cent minority 
of the two previous campaigns, 

He said that he would continue as 
chairman of the national committee 
for the full four-year term. 

There was curiosity in Wall street 
today as to whether Raskob would 
return to General Motors. He gave up 
his places on the corporation’s com- 
mittees when he took charge of Smith's 
campaign.

A musical interpretation of elves 
and fairies for the younger children,

Before having it played 
by the large symphony orchestra, 
Damrosch will point out how the 
sound of the mosquito’s flight is re- 
produced by musical a e 

In Mendelssohn’s “Spinning Song” 
the young listeners will be able to 
hear the hum of the spinning. wheel. 
In Pierne’s “Entrance of the Little 
Fauns,” taken from the ballet, “Cy- 
dalise and Pan,” the music, as ex- 
plained by Damrosch, will tell its own 
Btory. 

The second half of the program, 
which begins at 11:30 o'clock, east- 
ern standard time, will be heard by 
children in the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades. In this program Dam- 
rosch opens his study of the various 
choirs of the symphony orchestra and 
takes up the study of the string in- 
struments. It opens with “The Prize 
Song’ from Richard Wagner's opera, 
“Die Meistersinger von Nurnberg.”

HARWELL GLASS CSE 
REACHES JURY TOO 


The case against Walter E. Har- 
well, city marshal, who is charged 


with assault to murder Steve C. Glass, 
former chief deputy marshal, will go 
to the jury at 9 o’clock this morning, 
when Judge G. H. Howard’s charge 
will be delivered. The trial started 
Thursday morning. 

A vumber of prominent Atlantans 
sat in the witness chair Thursday aft- 
ernoon to testify to Harwells good 
character. Among these were Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale, Walter B. Stewart, 
chairman of the county commission ; 
County Commissioner George Hope, 
Edwin F. Johnson, county tax receiv- 
er-elect; Sheriff J. I. Lowry, Deputy 
Sheriffs Claude Register and Gordon 
Hardy, F. B. Florence, city tax col- 
lector, and Al Martin, prominent au- 
tomohbile man. 

Testimony by Eye-Witness. 

Testimony of Mrs. Bessie Hamilton, 
clerk in the marshal’s office, an eye- 
witness to the scuffle which resulted 
in the firing of the shot, was that she 
did not know whose hand caused the 
gun to be fired, and that the weapon 
fell out of Harwell’s pocket during the 
scuffle. 

Glass testified that on March 15, 
Harwell fired him and told him to get 
out. Glass said he was collecting his 
papers when an argument started, 
which led to a_ fight. During the 
fight, Glass said, Harwell pulled the 
gun and started to shoot, when Glass 
eaught Harweéll’s arm and forced the 
pistol down, so that the bullet went 
into the floor. 

Glass claimed that Harwell appear- 
ed to have been drinking. Glenn Dew- 
berry, custodian of the city hall, daid 
that he met Harwell in the city hall 
corridor just before the shooting, and 
that he could see no evidence of liquor 
at that time. Harwell told him that 
he avas going to fire Glass, Dewberry 
said. 


Denies Firing Gun. 

Harwell said in his testimony that 
he did not draw the gun, but that it 
fell out of his pocket when he was 
pushed back to a railing by Glass, and 
that the gun went off in the struggle 
for its possession. Glass was the agres- 
sor in the conflict, and his language 
was offensive, Harwell said. 

During the trial, it developed that 
a suit brought by Glass to collect from 
Harwell $2,074.50 in alleged unpaid 
salary had been dismissed by Judge 
Hugh M. Dorsey in city court of At- 
lanta. Judge Dorsey held that the al- 
leged verbal contract claimed by Glass 
was not good, according to law.

The five doc- 
tors will compare notes, and will an- 
nounce their opinion of Harsh in a 
few weeks, it was said.

Scenic Beauty 


Dahlonega, Ga., November 8.—Un- 
official opening of the new state high- 
way on route No. 9 from Dahlonega 


to the foot of Neel Gap, reducing the 
distance by more than half, has in- 
troduced hundreds of Atlanta motor- 
ists to the heanties of Woody's Gap, 
on Black Mountain, m the Cherckee 
National forest, and for the past 
week the government road to the sum- 
mit has been filled with cars. 

The beauty of the rajnbow-tinted 
autumn foliage, which is said to be 
more brilliant this fall than for many 
years, has brought thousands of At- 
lanta folk to the foot of the Blue 
Ridge in and about Dahlonega, and 
if the approaching week-end is bright 
and fair it is expected that hundreds 
of ears will be seen on the roads. 

The shortest and fastest route from 
Atlanta is by Roswell and Cumming, 
over an excellent § highway. Krom 
Dahlonega the new highway which re- 
places the noted “cut-off” leads past 
the famous old Porter Springs and 
picks up the Appalachian scenic high- 
way at the foot of Neel Gap. 

Irom the historic “stone pile” on 
the new highway, where tradition says 
an Indian princess is buried, the 
government forestry department road 
leads up to Woody's Gap, overlooking 
the coves of the Toccoa basin, a vista 
more broad than that from eel Gap 
and eonsidered by many even more 
beautiful. The trip to both views 
may easily be made in a few hours, 
and from Atlanta to Woody's (Cap. 
by Dahlonega, the distance is. only 
about 90 miles, an easy’ three-hour 
run. 

Rtesidents of this section believe 
that Route 9, from Neel Gap through 
Dahlonega, Cumming, Alpharetta and 
Roswell, will be an optional “leg” of 
the Appalachian Scenic highway, in 
the same way that such _ optional 
routes are included in the Dixie high- 
way and other routes. It is consid- 
erably shorter, passes through no con- 
gested centers, carries little commer- 
cial traffic. and earries the tourist 
into Atlanta through the Roswell road 
into Peachtree .road and the “north 
side.” 

I'he new state highway which opens 
this route from Atlanta into the Caro- 
lindas is not yet ready for all-weather 
traffic, but the grading has been com- 
pleted and thousands of cars are tra- 
versing it rapidly in fair weather. It 
is expected to he surfaced and formal- 
ly opened by next spring.

V. ©. Childs, agricultural statisti- 
cian of the United States department 
of agriculture here, in a report on 
cotton for Georgia as of November 1, 
said: “Favorable harvesting condi- 
tions had prevailed throughout most 
of October and farmers were making 
the most of the opportunity to get 
out the crop before occurrence of 
rainy weather. Exeept in the north- 
ern half of the state, where the crop 
was slow in openin>, picking practi- 
cally was completed on the first of 
the month, 

“Northern Georgia.” the report 
said, “bids fair to produce just slight- 
ly under last season, with some seat- 
tered areas running slightly above. 
Middle Georgia suffers considerably in 
such a comparison—éndications point- 
ing to a decrease of about 15 per 
cent from 1927. Th2 southern sec- 
tion of the state shows a decrease of 
about 7 per cent. Taken as a whole, 
reported indieations for the state 
point to about a 6 per cent decrease 
from one month ago, as witlethe ad- 
vancement of season ginnings earlier 
expectations were lowered.”
